The proposed 20-cent 
transit fare hike may be 
a simple matter of prices 
going up. 

Councillors got their 
first chance to ask about 
the draft 2013 budget yes¬ 
terday. The budget, which 
needs council approval, in¬ 
cludes the increase to cash 
fares along with between 
three and five per cent 
price increases for tickets 
and passes. 

Coun. Don Iveson said 
the increases are dis¬ 
appointing, but costs are 
rising and the funding has 
to come from somewhere. 
“Fuel costs are going up, 
labour costs are going up 
and we have to share the 
cost of all of that with tran¬ 
sit riders,” he said. 

Iveson is concerned 
about the impracticality 
of a $3.20 fare and said it 
is more evidence the city 
needs a smart-fare system. 

“I think the whole system 
is going 
to work 
better 
when it is 
electronic 
and we 
can make 
reason¬ 
able 

increases 
every 

year that don’t leave people 
having to carry a change 
purse,” he said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel is 
still reviewing the budget, 
but said regardless of where 
the funding comes from, 
Edmontonians still pay in 
the end. 

“Someone has to pay for 
it. There is no free ride. If 
we lower the fare, it has 
to be paid from taxes or 
reduced service. There is no 
freebie out there.”

Police seek extra $6.5M 
to hire more officers

Edmonton police want 
$6.5 million in added funding 
to hire homicide detectives, 
domestic violence investigators 
and more patrol officers, but it 
is unclear if city councillors will 
give them the cash. 

As the city budget was pre¬ 
sented to council on Wednes¬ 


day, Chief Rod Knecht asked 
councillors to consider the 
additional funds. 

The budget, which projects 
a 5.5 per cent tax increase, in¬ 
cludes a $13.5-million boost 
for the force, but those funds 
are already spoken for, paying 
the full salaries of officers who 
were hired halfway through 
last year, covering wage increas¬ 
es and other growing costs. 

“That keeps us at the cur¬ 
rent level, and we know we 
have gaps in service,” Knecht 
said. 

The extra $6.5 million 
would add 29 new positions, all 
of which Knecht said are neces- 
saiy. “We are not asking for 29 
in the hopes we get 15 — 29 is 


really what we need.” 

Coun. Don Iveson expressed 
concern that, after city council 
made a large investment just 
last year, adding more than 60 
officers, there now seems to be 
more need. 

“This is going to be a tough 
budget, and I am not sure we 
are going to be able to give 
them everything they want,” 
he said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
council supported many new 
positions last year and can’t 
continuously add. 

“City council has always 
been able to deliver that, but I 
think at some point there is a 
reasonableness and we have to 
say enough.”

Family of murdered man 
reacts to suspect’s arrest 


The family of 33-year-old Dale 
Maloney, who was murdered 
three months ago in a ran¬ 
dom daylight shooting, issued 
a statement Wednesday. 

On Tuesday, Edmonton Po¬ 
lice said they had one man in 
custody and another wanted 
on a Canada-wide warrant for 
second-degree murder in the 
death of Maloney. 

Maloney died of multiple 
gunshot wounds after being 
shot around 4 p.m. at 113 Street 
and Jasper Avenue on Aug. 13. 

Maloney’s family wel¬ 
comed news that an individ¬ 
ual has been arrested and 
a second is wanted for the 
“senseless, violent death.” 

“We are also pleased that 
one of them is off the street so 
he can do no harm to others, 
and hope that the other per¬ 
son will be arrested veiy 
soon,” said the statement. 

“By killing Dale, they 
showed a total lack of regard 
for human life and there 
has to be a consequence for 
that. This was a brutal act for

‘Fresh.’ City endorses

ear and a huge heart,” said a 
friend who went to Eastglen 
High School with the athlete. 
He was an all-star football 
player and a competitive 
track and field athlete. 

“You could tell that he 
was going somewhere,” said 
Meghan, who only wanted to 
be identified by her first name. 


The crime occurred at ap¬ 
proximately 3 a.m. on Nov. 11. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vices (EPS) homicide section 
is leading the investigation. A 
suspect has not yet been iden¬ 
tified and police are actively 
seeking witnesses. 

“We want to hear from 
anyone who was at the 
scene either before or after 
the homicide happened,” 
said lead homicide detective 
Karen Ockerman in a release. 

A funeral service for 
Thomas is scheduled for Nov. 
24 at 10 a.m. at Serenity Fu¬ 
neral Service.

The public health agency of Canada 
has identified one more case of 
E. coli linked to the Brooks beef 
plant that was at the centre of a

A new case of E. coli has been 
linked to the XL Foods beef 
plant at the centre of an ex¬ 
tensive product recall. 

The Public Health Agency 
of Canada said Wednesday 
that the new case is in Al¬ 
berta and brings the total 
number across the country 
to 18. 

The agency said the per¬ 
son became ill last month 
and is still recovering. 

Last month, the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency 
gave the plant in Brooks, 
Alta., permission to resume 
slaughtering cattle after be¬ 


ing shut down for more than 
a month. 

It is not clear when the 
plant will be allowed to re¬ 
sume shipping beef to re¬ 
tailers in Canada or to ex¬ 
port products to the United 
States. 

On Nov. 4, the agency 
discovered new cleanliness 
problems at the plant and or¬ 
dered corrective action. 

CFIA officials could not 
immediately be reached for 
comment. 

The Public Health Agency 
says six of these 18 people 
were treated in hospital. 


The people who became 
ill ranged in age from five to 
63. Ten were male and eight 
were female. 

The agency says it can 
take two to three weeks from 
the time a person becomes 
ill with E. coli before testing 
can confirm a link to the out¬ 
break.

New garden at cancer 
institute will help 
patients grow, heal 

Cross Cancer Institute. 

Fifty years of caring to 
take root in city garden 


When Susan Carr was at the 
Cross Cancer Institute bat¬ 
tling pancreatic cancer, she 
yearned to get back to nature 
and spent a lot of quality time 
in her garden. 

Seven years later, as the 
50th anniversary committee 
chair for the Cross Cancer 
Institute’s Volunteer Associa¬ 
tion, she is helping bring the 
garden to patients at the CCI. 

The garden, which official¬ 
ly broke ground Wednesday, 
will be a place where patients 
can go and escape the tiring, 
stressful and often fearful 
world of cancer treatment. 

“I just felt compelled to 
feel the wind, to experience 
the sun, to enjoy the plants 
and trees. It sounds holcey, 
but feeling part of the uni¬ 
verse was very comforting,” 
Carr said. 

“(There’s) that need to be 
outdoors and, for a moment, 
be distracted from the grim 
reality of what you’re facing 
as a cancer patient.” 

The garden, expected to be 


The garden will cost 
$600,000 and will be com¬ 
pletely wheelchair access¬ 
ible for patients. About 350 
people volunteer for the 
Cross Cancer Institute serv¬ 
ing refreshments, running 
a wig salon and providing 
transportation. 


open to patients in the spring 
of 2013, is the anniversary 
project of the CCI’s Volunteer 
Association, which has been 
working with patients at the 
Edmonton institution for half 
a centuiy. 

“It’s not just the practical 
support, it’s not just the fact 
that they help patients get 
around, comfort them, but 
it’s the meaning of that sup¬ 
port,” said Dr. Paul Grundy, 
AHS-Cancer Care Senior Vice- 
President and Senior Medical 
Director. 

The garden will include 
shelters to shield patients 
from the elements, a wind¬ 
ing path, a seating area and 
a symbol of the circle of life, 
which can also be interpreted 
as the Aboriginal Medicine

Winnipeg police are warning 
the public in that city about 
a convicted Alberta child mo¬ 
lester who was released from 
a Manitoba prison Wednesday.

U.S. President Barack Obama 
made his first public com¬ 
ments Wednesday on the 
growing scandal around two 
top four-star generals.

“I have no evidence at this 
point that classified informa¬ 
tion was disclosed that in any 
way could have any impact 
on our national security.” 

Meanwhile, the tangled 
tale that exposed one gen¬ 
eral’s career-ending extra¬ 
marital affair and another’s 
questionable relationship 
with a Florida socialite was 
ballooning to soap-opera pro¬ 
portions.

One: A U.S. official said 
the army has suspended the 
high-security clearance of 
Paula Broadwell, the woman 
who had an affair with CIA 
director David Petraeus, trig¬ 
gering his resignation. 


Obama had hoped to use 
Wednesday’s news confer¬ 
ence, his first since his re- 
election, to build support 
for his economic proposals.

Two: With media camped 
at her home, a Florida social¬ 
ite tied to the scandal asked 
police for diplomatic pro¬ 
tection.

Three: Kelley’s pass to 
MacDill Air Force Base has 
been suspended, officials 
said. She now must sign in. 

Four: The FBI found clas¬ 
sified documents on Broad- 
well’s computer and at her 
home in Charlotte, N.C. 

Five: At least five cur¬ 
rent and former generals 
have been reprimanded or 
investigated for possible 
misconduct in the past 
two weeks, reports said.

OSC Commissioner Christo¬ 
pher Portner said he was “satis¬ 
fied” with the joint-agreement 
and that it kept in fine with 
the regulator’s mandate of pro¬ 
tecting Ontario’s capital mar¬ 
kets. 

Radler is also prohibited 
from becoming a registrant, 
employee, director or officer 
of a registrant or an affiliated

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. on Wed¬ 
nesday will officially launch 
a mail subscription service, 
called Goodies, that lets U.S.

ping, customers get a box 
of five to eight hand-picked, 
sample-size food items, ran¬ 
ging from organic to ethnic 
products that are not cur¬ 
rently carried on Wal-Mart’s 
shelves. The world’s largest 
retailer began testing the ser¬ 
vice three months ago and so 
far has 3,000 subscribers. 

Wal-Mart told reporters 
in late May that its research 
division — Walmart Labs — 
was creating a food subscrip¬ 
tion service, but the company 
didn’t offer many details. 

It works like this: users 
can sign up for the service at 
goodies.co. The monthly price 
is almost half of the total 
value of the items if they were

purchased separately, accord¬ 
ing to Wal-Mart. If customers 
like the products, they can 
purchase full-size versions 
on the Goodies Co. website. 
Goodies has also created a so¬ 
cial community online where 
subscribers can post reviews 
to earn loyalty points. The 


points can be redeemed in the 
future for items in the store. 

Ravi Raj, vice-president 
of products at San Bruno, 
California-based Walmart 
Labs said it wanted to start a 
subscription service for food 
because it is “inherently very 
social.” 

“People love to talk about 
new food products,” Raj said. 

Wal-Mart is also looking to 
use Goodies as a way to spot 
food trends in its stores. “Wal- 
Mart is the largest grocer but 
there’s room for us to innov¬ 
ate,” Raj said. If the company 
builds a viable business, that’s 
“super valuable for Wal-Mart,” 
he added.

Raising taxes on richest Americans 
would avert fiscal cliff, Obama says 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
challenged congressional Re¬ 
publicans Wednesday to let 
taxes rise on the wealthiest on 
both economic and political 
grounds, contending it would 
instantly ease a looming threat 
that could throw the country 
back into recession. 

The president’s remarks 
were his first extended public 


discussion of the issue that is 
dominating the post-election 
session of Congress. Known as 
“fiscal cliff,” it is a convergence 
of mandatory spending cuts 
and the expiration of tax cuts 
that are all scheduled to take 
effect Jan. 1. 

“A modest tax increase on 
the wealthy is not going to 
break their backs,” Obama said 


of the nation’s top income earn¬ 
ers. “They’ll still be wealthy,” he 
said at his first news conference 
since winning a second term. 

At the same time, the 
president stressed he was 
amenable to compromise on 
other approaches from Repub¬ 
licans. “I believe this is solv¬ 
able,” he said during the news

Gender equality 


European firms 
need to have more 
women on boards, 
commission says 

The European Commis¬ 
sion wants more women 
in the boardrooms of large 
European companies, 
saying it’s a matter not 
only of fairness but also of 
good business sense. 

Commission Vice- 
President Viviane Reding 
says the target is to have 
women comprise at least 
40 per cent of the boards 
of publicly-traded Euro¬ 
pean companies by 2020, 
and by 2018 for state- 
owned companies. 

As of 2016, she says, 
companies where women 
make up less than 40 per 
cent will have to choose 
qualified women to fill va¬ 
cancies or face penalties. 
Individual EU countries 
will set the penalties, 
possibly including fines or 
the annulment of the ap¬ 
pointment of a male board 
member. 

At present, women 
make up 15 per cent of 
the board membership of 
Europe’s largest compan¬ 
ies. “This is a waste of tal¬ 
ent,” Reding said Wednes¬ 
day.

Lights out

Proceeds 
from the 2012 Festival of Trees 
supports critical care at the 
University of Alberta Hospital 
by providing specialists with 
access to the latest technology 
and equipment that will help 
save lives.

I wanted to first of all talk 
about how you take on 


a character who’s so... I 
wouldn’t say “repressed,” 
but... 

No, repressed is right (laughs). 

You’re keeping every emotion 
inside. Is that frustrating to 
play? 

No, because the frustration 
when you’re playing a part 
is not feeling that you’re 
getting the right support 
or information from the 
director, and Joe [Wright] was 
really clear, and we talked 
endlessly in preparation 
about his repression and 
his severity and also his 
almost introspection. He’s 
a man who thought his way 
through life and didn’t feel. 
Like, he had to thaw his 
heart in order to understand 
what it was going through 
once this affair began and 
dragged him into the world 
of feeling, you know? There 
were strict rules, if you 
like, that I applied to myself. 
And when you’re given such 
a bold and visual universe 


to play in, such as the one 
that Joe created for us, that 
can sometimes be very 
straightforward. You apply 
them, you stick to them and 
you hope that people find 
something whole and real 
in it. 


Can you give me some ex¬ 
amples of those rules? 

I liked the idea that he fol¬ 
lowed only straight lines. 
Everything stayed together. I 
tried to almost minimalize use 
of facial expressions. I didn’t 
want him to raise his voice. 


So there were scenes of huge 
emotion and anger, but I think 
if you listen he never raises 
his voice once. And there’s a 
stillness to him — apart from 
the knuckle-cracking, which 
is his sort of one expression of 
irritation and frustration.

Kristen Stewart and Robert 
Pattinson sit side by side on 
a sofa at the Four Seasons ho¬ 
tel, discussing the end of the 
five-film project that made 
them famous and brought 
them together. 

Twilight rocketed both to 
superstardom, and their real- 
life romance only propelled 
them further. With Friday’s 
release of the final film in the 
franchise. The Twilight Saga: 
Breaking Dawn — Part 2, the 
young actors bid farewell to 
the worldwide fantasy sensa¬ 
tion, but not to the tabloid 
attention they garner wher¬ 
ever they go. 

Dedicated Twi-Hards were 
devastated when Stewart ad¬ 
mitted in July to cheating on 
Pattinson in a “momentaiy 
indiscretion” with her mar¬ 
ried Snow White and the 
Huntsman director. Bella and 
Edward, er, Stewart and Pat¬ 
tinson briefly split, which not 
only threatened to jeopardize 
marketing for the final Twi¬ 
light film, but unraveled the 
real-life element of the vam¬ 
pire love story. 

Now reunited, the pair 
finish each other’s sentences 
during a recent interview as 
they talk about how much 
their lives have changed since 
the first Twilight movie was 
released in 2008. 

“After the first one, I 
mean, it’s a different world 
you’re living in,” says Pattin¬ 
son, 26.

“Also, we’re at that stage 
of life when things are shift¬ 
ing anyway,” adds Stewart, 
22, who was just 17 when she 
first played Bella Swan. 

Global fame makes grow¬ 
ing up challenging, they say, 
acknowledging they’ve be¬ 
come more insular. 

“It’s a really weird thing 
because you kind of have to 
hide,” Pattinson says, “and 
hiding really destroys the 
thing which, for one thing...” 

Stewart interjects: “That 
fuels you as an actor.” 

“Yeah. It destroys your 
fuel,” he continues, “and also 
it destroys — you get to the 
point where you start to lose 
interest in things because you 
spend so much time...” 

“Guarding,” Stewart says. 

“Yeah, and that’s your 


world,” Pattinson says. “Your 
world gets smaller. There’s a 
massive contraction. And the 
weirdest thing is the more 
you contract it, the more 
the (public) interest goes up. 
It’s so crazy. There’s no way 
around it. You’re either on 
a 24-7 reality-TV show, or 
people think you should be.” 

“No, it’s hilarious,” Stew¬ 
art says, not looking like she 
finds it very funny. “Either 
way, people are like, ‘Ugh. 
Famewhore s.’” 

But she has wanted every 
Twilight film to be successful 
and knows it’s not popular to 
complain about the personal 
costs of fame. 

Director Bill Condon, who 
began working with Stewart, 
Pattinson and Taylor Lautner 
in 2010, says the young mega¬ 
stars understand the pres¬ 
sures of the spotlight. 

“They appreciated the 
good stuff about it, they were 
able to kind of glide through 
the stuff that wasn’t so good, 
and, really, they’re three very 
grounded human beings who 
really just, I have to say, ma¬ 
tured into better versions of 
themselves,” Condon said. 
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Flurry of anniversary activity for Stones

rule anything out 
as they kick off a

The official line is “we’ll see.” 
But the Rolling Stones seem 
in such fighting trim, clear¬ 
eyed and focused, that it’s 
hard to believe there’s not 
more cooking beyond the 
current fluriy of activity sur¬ 
rounding the band’s 50th an¬ 
niversary. 

The archetypal rock ‘n’ 
roll band is booked for five 
concerts in London and the 
New York area over the next 
month, the last one a Pay Per 
View event. The Stones on 
Tuesday released yet another 
hits compilation with two 
new songs and HBO is pre¬ 
miering a documentary on 
their formative years. Cross¬ 
fire Hurricane, on Thursday. 

“Without saying yes or 
nay,” Keith Richards said in 
an interview this week, “once 
this starts rolling, I can’t see it 
stopping. The band feels good 
about themselves, they still 
feel they’ve got something 
to offer. Obviously there are 
a lot of people out there who 
agree. We’ll go along with it.” 

Fifty years is hard to 
fathom (“It’s impossible,” 
Keith cackles. “I’m only 38.”). 

The Rolling Stones have 
been through death, defec¬ 
tions and addictions, through 


classic discs like Exile on 
Main Street and Some Girls 
and forgettable ones, and 
are still operating with Rich¬ 
ards, Mick Jagger and Charlie 
Watts. Ron Wood, the new 
guy, joined in 1975. 

“I thought it would be 
kind of churlish not to do 
something,” Jagger said. 
“Otherwise, the BBC would 
have done a rather dull film 
about the Rolling Stones.” 

Fifty days was a better 
yardstick when Watts first set 
up his drum kit. 

“It was quite normal for 
a band to last a month,” he 
said. 

The Stones formed in Lon¬ 
don in 1962 to play Chicago 
blues, led at the time by the 
late Brian Jones and pianist 
Ian Stewart, with boyhood 
friends Jagger and Richards. 
Bassist Bill Wyman and Watts 
were quick additions. 

Anniversaries usually 
aren’t big on the band’s agen¬ 
da, but Richards said the Roll¬ 
ing Stones felt external pres¬ 
sure to mark this one. 

“This band is famous for 
not obeying the rules and 
bowing to pressure or any¬ 
thing,” Richards said. “But 
over the course of the year 
we felt more and more aware 
that there are folks out there 
counting on us. You can’t let 
them down. At the same time, 
you realize that the folks are 
right. Playing together over 
the last five months you real¬ 
ize that there’s this thing out 
of your life that’s been mis¬ 
sing.” 

They spent several weeks 




in Paris rehearsing five hours eluding two dress rehearsals 
a day for their concerts, in- before audiences in a club 


and theatre. To mark the oc¬ 
casion, the band has dug back 
into its catalogue for songs 
like I Wanna Be Your Man and 
The Last Time, although Rich¬ 
ards held the line at resur¬ 
recting their first single, the 
Chuck Berry cover Come On. 

Jagger didn’t want the 
band to take on too much, 
“but I thought it was import¬ 
ant to do some sort of a show, 
even if it was just a club gig.” 

The band’s periodic sab¬ 
baticals sometimes stretch 
so long that Rolling Stones 
fans can’t help but wonder 
whether it’s all over now. The 
most recent time out lasted 
five years. If anyone threat¬ 
ened to make it permanent 
it was Richards, always the 
most protective and romantic 
about the band, because of 
his bestselling autobiography 
that took some shots at his 
songwriting partner Jagger.

Richards dismissed the idea 
that it created a barrier. 

“Anybody who thinks that 
doesn’t know the band,” he 
said. “This band’s sense of hu¬ 
mour is basically built upon 
insulting each other. I’m not 
saying there wasn’t an issue 
here and there, but it’s really 
water off a duck’s back ... You 
cannot offend a really good 
friend. I happened to put it 
in print and everybody else 
was saying, ‘Oh, my God.’ I 
thought it was fairly mild.”

Country’s Clark walks the line on new album

Growing up in Medicine 
Hat, Alta., as a Prairie teen 
with Nashville dreams, 
Terri Clark focused much 
of her admiration on one 
country-music idol: Reba 
McEntire. 

Clark was quite literally 
a member of McEntire’s 
fan club, obsessing over 
the flame-haired starlet’s 
country catalogue while 
nurturing her own musical 
ambition. Heck, when she 
thinks back on her favour¬ 
ite Christmas gifts, one of 
three that comes to mind 
is the McEntire T-shirt her 
mother tucked under the 
tree one year — the others 
being her first guitar and a 
live album by Barbara Man- 
drell. 


Clark still has that T- 
shirt — though it’s worn 
to the point that it looks 
“as thin as a piece of toilet 
paper” and it had the mid¬ 
riff sliced off after Clark 
got “the Shania Twain” 
idea a few years back. 

And she actually had 


the opportunity to offer 
the shrivelled memorabilia 
up in person to McEntire 
when the country legend 
came around to record a 
new version of her 1984 
smash How Blue for Clark’s 
new covers collection. 
Classic, which hit stores 


this week. 

“Most people would’ve 
made (that shirt) into a 
cleaning rag — I looked at 
Reba and I said, ‘You want 
it?’

First, Big Bird became an un¬ 
witting player in a presiden¬ 
tial debate that argued for 
clipping his wings.

Too often, it seems, the 
show has confronted hair¬ 
pin detours through the 
mean streets of politics and 
scandal. 

But the show’s producers 
can take solace in one sim¬ 
ple fact: Their target audi¬ 
ence remains blissfully un¬ 
aware that, even on Sesame 
Street, everything’s not al¬ 
ways A-OK. And despite the 
innate curiosity of children, 
there are many questions 
not being asked this week by 
Elmo’s most devoted fans. 

For instance, kids won’t 
be asking this question, 
even as their elders raise it:

Clash had gone on vol¬ 
untary leave from the show 
when, Tuesday afternoon, 
the former lover, now in his 
20s, withdrew his charge. 

Neither Sesame Work¬ 
shop nor Clash has said 
when he might return to 
the show.

— those different from 
themselves. And oh, by 
the way (the statement 
added), Bert and Ernie 
“remain puppets, and do 
not have a sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” 

They continue to be 
puppets and good friends 
today.

Night Before 

1. In a large bowl, combine 
these ingredients and mix 
with a wooden spoon. Cover 
with plastic wrap and let sit 
on the counter for 12 to 16 
hours. 

Day Of 

1. To “night before” mix¬ 
ture, add pureed beets and 
any juice, whole-wheat 
flour and instant yeast. Mix 
with a wooden spoon till 
smooth. Let sit, uncovered, 
for 10 minutes. Add thyme 
and salt, mix until smooth. 

2 . Start to add bread flour. 
Once it becomes too hard to 
mix in the bowl, turn dough 
onto a flat surface and 
knead for 10 minutes. This 
will be a sticky dough, so be 
careful not to add too much 
flour. Add just enough to 
prevent dough from really 
sticking to your fingers 
when kneading. 

3 . Add a little olive oil to 
a clean large bowl. Place 
dough in bowl and turn 
over a few times to very 


lightly coat all sides of the 
dough with oil. Cover with 
plastic wrap. Let dough rise 
for 11/2 hours or till double 
in bulk. Turn onto a flat 
surface. Cut dough in half 
and mould each half into 
desired shape. 

4 . Place shaped dough on 
a piece of parchment paper 
sprinkled with cornmeal. 
Spray tops with a little oil 
spray and cover with plas¬ 
tic wrap for 1 hour or till 
double in bulk. 

5 . Heat oven to 200 C (400 
F) and place baking stone 
on centre rack. Place a cast- 
iron skillet (filled with lava 
rocks if you have them) on 
oven floor or on lowest rack. 
When loaves have doubled, 
sprinkle with a little whole¬ 
wheat flour and slash an X 
on top of each.

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Need a chandelier? Here are the rules 


I would like to hang a 
chandelier in my 13-by- 
16-foot dining room. I 
have 12-foot ceilings and 
am wondering what style 
would be best and how 
high to hang it.

A chandelier should look 
like it belongs to the style 
of your house, not just like 
it blends with a trendy decor 
scheme. 

Style? 

Consider the architectural 
style of your home — is it 
modern or traditional? For 
instance, a boxy modern 
condo or an arts and crafts 
style home would have a 
streamlined chandelier, 
whereas a cottage-inspired 
or Victorian home would 
have a traditional-style 
fixture. 

I like to think of the 
chandelier in the same cat¬ 
egory as the style of door 
knobs and hardware that 


are chosen for the house. 
If you were to move, those 
items would be left with the 
house. 

How high? 

The height your chandelier 
is hung relates to the table it 
is hung over, not the height 
of the ceiling. 

The bottom of the chan¬ 
delier should be hung 30-40 
inches from the top of the 
table; hang it 30 inches if 
you have regular eight foot 
ceilings and up to 40 inches 
above the table if you have 
extra high ceilings. For 12 
foot ceilings (as in your 
home) the bottom of the 
chandelier should be about 
36-38 inches above the table. 

Size? 

For rooms with really high 
ceilings, consider buying 
a tall-shaped chandelier to 
help fill up some of the ex¬ 
tra height. 

In a low-ceiling area, 
choose a horizontal shape 
to suit the low space. The 
diameter of the chandelier 
should relate to the size of 
the room — for each foot of 
the room’s width, the chan¬ 
delier gets two inches of 


Designer ideas 


• Adding a decorative 
moulding medallion 
to the ceiling will add 
some visual interest up 
high. Paint the medal¬ 
lion a similar colour to 
the chandelier's chain 
(usually gold, silver or 
bronze). 


• A dimmer switch will 
allow you to create an 
intimate setting when 
dining. 


• Choose energy-efficient 
chandelier bulbs to save 
moving the table to 
change the bulbs each 
year. 


• The finish of your chan¬ 
delier should match the 
other hardware items 
like door handles, hin¬ 
ges and light switches 
in the room.

of biotechnology. In conver¬ 
sation, GMOs and GE foods 
refer to the same thing. They 
are foods created by merging 
DNA from different species. 

The first commercially 
available GMO crop (the Flavr 
Savr tomato) was approved 
by the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration in 1994. 

Since then, GE varieties of 
corn, soya, sugar beets and 
canola have become com¬ 
mon in Canada. In addition 
to locally produced crops, 
GE varieties of cottonseed 
oil, papaya, squash and milk 
products are imported from 
the U.S. into Canada. 

In a mere 20 years, GMO 
ingredients have made their 
way into most of the pro¬ 
cessed foods available on 
Canadian grocery shelves. 
Apples, potatoes and wheat 
are all in the lineup for ap¬ 
proval. 


When first introduced, 
GMO crops were touted as 
the answer to world hunger. 
The argument was that by 
developing pesticide-and- 
herbicide-resistant crops, 
farmers would be able to 
increase their yields and de¬ 
crease their costs. 

This has not proven to 
be the case. Instead, bugs 
and weeds have become in¬ 
creasingly resistant to the 
widespread applications of 
these chemicals, leading to 


increased use of both. More 
spraying means more costs 
for farmers, more damage to 
the environment and more 
health concerns. 

On the flips side, it means 
more product purchased 
from the seed producer. The 
companies that develop and 
patent GMO seeds are the 
same companies that de¬ 
velop and patent pesticides 
and herbicides to which the 
unique seeds are resistant. 

Monsanto is the largest 



seed company in the world 
and owns about 86 per cent 
of GMO seeds sown global¬ 
ly. It is also the company 
that produces the herbicide 
Roundup. 

The safety of GMO foods 
is unproven and a growing 
body of research connects 
these foods with health con¬ 
cerns and environmental 
damage. 

For this reason, most de¬ 
veloped nations have poli¬ 
cies requiring mandatory 
labelling of GMO foods at the 
very least, and some have 
issued bans on GMO food 
production and imports. 

In Canada, we do not re¬ 
quire GMO labelling. Can¬ 
adians are often unaware 
that the foods they choose 
contain GMO ingredients. 
This right to choice is behind 
the growing movement to 
have GMO foods labelled. 

While environmental 
and food advocates lobby for 
labelling, other groups, like 
the Non-GMO Project, have 
created voluntary non-GMO 
certification to promote bet¬ 
ter consumer information.

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PICKUP TRUCKS 
HAVE NOW BECOME 
FASHION STATEMENTS 

Trucks were once rolling toolboxes that 
you filled to the brim with shovels and 
bricks. Honestly, the idea of filling a new 
F-150 with bricks, or scuffing up the box 
in any way, makes us a little queasy, even 
if that’s sort of the point of a pickup. 

Many are pampered playthings that can 
cost more than a Lexus. The simple fact is 
that all of the domestic pickups are great 
trucks, so the automakers need to appeal 
to your sense of style. 

For 2013, Ford is betting that a 
sharper-looking F-150 and reintroducing 
the full-lux Limited trim will bring even 
more customers through the door. All 
models get new trim-specific front grilles, 
bumpers and wheel designs, but the 
Limited sure is a head-turner. Available 
only as a SuperCrew four-door cab, the 
body-colour mouldings, brightwork and 
22-inch wheels are set off by segment- 
first high-intensity-discharge headlights. 

The interior is highlighted by heated 
and cooled red and black leather seats, 
aluminum trim and piano black accents 
that complement the new MyFord Touch 
screen on the dash. Limiteds are exclu¬ 
sively powered by the popular 3.5-litre 
“EcoBoost” twin-turbo V6 with 365 
horsepower. Those wanting traditional 
V8 power are spoiled, with 5.0-litre or 
6.2-litre options readily available in most 
other trims. In fact, the 411-horsepower, 
6.2-litre V8 is standard on the F-150 SVT 
Raptor 4x4, which is inspired by Ford’s 
participation in off-road desert racing. 

Standard gear includes special shock

absorbers that stiffen as they compress 
to keep the truck from bottoming out 
or becoming too tippy while cornering. 
That’s a good idea, since there’s nearly 
30 centimetres more of suspension travel 
in front and about 34 in back. The giant 


3 5-inch-tall all-terrain rubber has been 
mounted to 17-inch wheels that are pos¬ 
itioned farther outboard from the fenders 
to a point where the Raptor’s width has 
been increased by more than seven inches 
compared to a standard F-150. 

What, not big enough or tough 
enough? Not content with having the 
most powerful and probably the most 
capable heavy-duty pickup around, for 


2013 Ford is aiming its Super Duty trucks 
toward the higher end of the market (told 
ya). A fully loaded GMC Sierra HD 3500 
with the ubiquitous Denali package starts 
well north of $60,000 and climbs higher 
very quickly. Ford’s reply is adding a 
Platinum trim to the SD line with unique 
styling, different 20-inch wheels, chrome 
slathered everywhere, while the inside 
features wood trim and high-grain leather 
cover nearly every surface. 

Niceties include standard power- 
adjustable pedals, a rear-view camera, re¬ 
mote start and power telescoping mirrors.

CANADA’S LONGEST-LASTING LINE OF PICKUPS: 
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If fuel economy, or lack thereof, killed the 
mid-sized Dakota, the Ram Boys aren’t 
about to let that happen to the Ram 1500. 

Its one big weak spot, fuel consump¬ 
tion, has been rectified for 2013 with 
Chrysler’s ever-popular 3.6-litre V6 that 
bumps the ancient 3.7-litre V6 out of the 
engine bay. Horsepower climbs 42 per 
cent to 305 from 215 and fuel perform¬ 
ance similarly improves to 11.4 1/100 
km city and 7.8 highway, compared to 
15.0/10.0. That’s a huge difference. 


The Ram also gets a new eight-speed 
automatic transmission that will also be 
attached to the 395-horsepower, 5.7-litre 
“Hemi” V8. This engine shut down four 
of its eight cylinders when not needed, 
such as at under light-load conditions or 
when headed downhill. A dash-mounted 
rotary shifter replaces the traditional col¬ 
umn and console shifter. Returning is the 
4.7-litre V8 rated at 310 horsepower. It’s 
linked to a six-speed automatic. 

For 2013, Rams get further fuel- 


reduction assistance including stop-start 
technology that turns off the engine at 
rest, then instantly fires it up again once 
the brake pedal is released. Electric power 
steering cuts parasitic power losses. 

Subtle aerodynamic body improve¬ 
ments and active grille shutters help, too. 
Optional is an air suspension with load 
levelling and five height settings, one of 
which drops the body at highway speeds 
by 1.5 centimetres to cut the wind a bit 
better. Finally, a new thermal manage-

ment system is designed to quickly get 
the Ram’s crankcase oil and other fluids 
up to operational temperatures, which as¬ 
sists in conserving gas. 

The Ram 2500 and 3500 series pickups 
have upped the stakes with the optional 
Cummins turbo-diesel that’s available 
in bad, badder and baddest grades for 
2013. The tamest of the 6.7-litre inline 
six-cylinder powerplants is rated at 350 
horsepower and 660 pound-feet of torque, 
while the intermediate version pushes 
those numbers up to 370 horsepower and 
800 pound-feet. For maximum thrust and 
grunt, the 385-horse unit lays down a 
mind-numbing 850 pound-feet of torque. 

The Cummins can be matched to a 
six-speed manual transmission (the only 
shift-it-yourself in its class), or a six- 
speed automatic. The result is a truck that 
can haul and tow an inordinate amount of 
whatever you have; up to 7,730 kilograms 
of trailer weight and up to 820 kilograms 
of tongue weight using a conventional 
Class V hitch. - wheelbasemedia.com

Some of the hottest styling comes from 
the sketch pads at Hyundai. Just look at 
the new Santa Fe. Hyundai has gone from 
building cars that people on a budget had 
to buy, to beautiful rolling sculpture that 
you just have to buy. 

The Santa Fe wagon is available in 
five- and seven-passenger sizes. The 
shorter-wheelbase five-passenger Santa 
Fe Sport arrives first, followed by the 
longer (by 22 centimetres) seven-pas¬ 
senger Santa Fe in early calendar 2013. 
The bigger Santa Fe is heftier than the 
Sport by more than 150 kilograms, which 
explains why it’s only available with a 
290-horsepower, 3.3-litre V6 that re¬ 
places the previously optional 274-horse¬ 
power, 3.5-litre V6. 

Conversely, the Sport comes with 
a base 190-horsepower, 2.4-litre four- 
cylinder, or optional 264-horsepower 



2.0-litre turbocharged four-cylinder. In all 
cases the only transmission is a six-speed 
automatic with manual shift controls. 

Hyundai will let you add its latest 
all-wheel-drive setup with any Santa Fe 
you select. The system includes Torque 
Vectoring Corner Control (TVCC) that 
monitors driving conditions and can 
instantaneously direct the correct amount 
of power or braking force to any single 
wheel. 

TVCC assists in slippery conditions

The Santa Fe features plenty of

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BLENDING LUXURY, UTILIIY 


The GMC brand is a bit at odds with itself 
in that it blends a measure of luxury and 
prestige (softness) along with ruggedness. 
How/why it’s perceived as being more 
of workhorse than Chevrolet, yet more 
Friday-night urban is a bit of a mystery. 

Take the Terrain, which is GMC’s 
entry-level small sport-utility vehicle. 

The GMC badge automatically gave it 
credibility as a more rugged piece than 
the equivalent Chevrolet Equinox, while 
also providing a more upscale experi¬ 
ence. Proof? The ultra-luxurious Denali 
sub-brand is now available on its smallest 


vehicle. More chrome on the broad grille 
and exhaust pipes, satin touches, unique 
lights, and body-coloured fascias and 
rocker mouldings highlight the exterior, 
while softer leather on the seats, doors, 
and steering wheel, along with “smoked” 
mahogany inserts differentiate the cabin 
from lesser trims. 

However, unlike other Denali models, 
the Terrain version can be had with either 
the standard 182-horsepower, 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder or the new 301-horse¬ 
power, 3.6-litre V6. Despite the latter’s 
big bump in power and torque, it has the 


identical 12.4/8.1 1/100 km rating as the 
older 3.0-litre unit. All Terrains get six- 
speed automatic transmissions and both 
engines can be had with front- or optional 
all-wheel-drive. Towing capacity for the 
four-cylinder is 680 kilograms, while the 
V6 is rated for 1,500. 

Sierra HD trucks wearing the Denali 
badge as well as the rest of the Sierra HD 
lineup in regular-, extended- and crew cab 
styles can be had with a 360-horsepower, 
6.0-litre V8 or the 6.6-litre turbo-diesel 
(preferred by the vast majority of Sierra 
HD purchasers) that kicks out 397 horse¬ 
power and 765 pound-feet torque. Both 
engines are mated to six-speed automatic 
transmissions. 

To keep the popular eight-passenger 
Acadia from falling behind the Ger¬ 
man and Japanese competition, and in 
response to new homegrown rivals such 
as the Ford Explorer and Dodge Durango, 
GMC has given its big wagon a dose of 
attitude. The squared-off front end takes 
inspiration from the smaller Terrain and 
uses neat LED accent lighting in the new 
headlight clusters. New LED taillights, 
wraparound glass and a spoiler freshen up 
the rear end. 

The interior gets nicer plastics and 
leathers, highlighted by a new colour 
touch-screen with optional navigation. All 
Acadias come with either seven or eight 
seats and lots of room behind the third 
row for cargo. - wheelbasemedia.com

TOYOTA’S 

TOUGHNESS 


Since the 1990s, Toyota has been expanding its sport utility 
vehicle line as wells as its trucks to match North American 
tastes. Even though the economy and unstable gas prices 
have pushed buyers — and automakers — into more thrifty 
conveyances, Toyota still has most or all of its heavy hitters 
while other automakers have been clear-cutting their lineups. 

That’s not to say that Toyota isn’t working on its car line 
as there’s a new Avalon and Prius c. For the 2013 model year, 
only Ford has 
spent time on its 
full-size pickup, 
the F-150, while 
GM is preparing 
a new Silverado/ 

Sierra duo for 
2013. 

There seems 
to be a bit of a 
wait-and-see 
attitude as most 
of Toyota’s truck 
inventory carries 
forward into the 
2013 model year 
with little in the way of significant change. With rivals taking 
their toys and going home, the Tacoma remains just about 
the only real option left if you aren’t interested in a full-size 
pickup truck, but still need decent utility. 

Toyota unleashed a trickle of updates for 2012, including 
a very subtle reshaped grille and headlights, and new exterior 
mirrors. Under the long hood rests either a base 159-horse- 
power, four-cylinder that could use an upgrade, or if towing/ 
hauling is more of a concern, the Tacoma turns up the wick 
to the tune of 236 horsepower via the optional 4.0-litre V6. 

Despite finding only a fraction of new homes compared 
with the domestic automakers, the full-size Tundra pickup 
remains a strong contender. The base 4.0-litre V6 produces a 
stout 270 horses, although its fuel performance pales in com¬ 
parison to that of the updated Ram 1500 V6. The 310-horse¬ 
power, 4.6-litre V8 and top-tuned 381-horsepower 5.7 V8 are 
untouched. 

Just how strong is a Tundra? Enough to tow 132,000 kilo¬ 
grams of space shuttle Endeavor across an L.A. overpass on 
its way to its permanent place. If you haven’t already heard

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Dad’s cancer 
battle helps 
Findlay find 
perspective 


Athletics. Triathlete 
targets triumphant 
performance at London 
Olympic course where 
she struggled 
in the summer 


From a chronic injury, to a 
heartbreaking last-place per¬ 
formance at the London Olym¬ 
pics, to a diagnosis of anemia 
that knocked her out of the 
world championships, Paula 
Findlay has had one rough year. 

Then last week, the 23-year- 
old triathlete from Edmonton 
revealed on her blog that her 
dad Max is battling cancer. 

But rather than look at it 
as more horrible news in a 
what-else-can-go-wrong land 
of season, Findlay said her 
dad’s illness has helped her put 
everything in perspective. 

“As hard as I’ve had it 
this past year, I haven’t had 
it that bad compared to a lot

of people, with all the recent 
events that have happened, the 
hurricane in New York, and the 
Lance Armstrong situation and 
my dad being sick.... There’s 
lots of people who have had it 
a lot worse off than me,” Find¬ 
lay told The Canadian Press in 
a phone interview from Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Findlay said her “very stub¬ 
born and determined” dad is 
doing well. He was home from 
the hospital four days earlier 
than expected and is up and 
walking and eating solid food. 

In her recent blog entry — 
“When the going gets rough” 
— Findlay wrote, “He’s showed 
that optimism and positivity 
are powerful tools when the 
going gets rough.” 

While her father recuper¬ 
ates, Findlay travelled to Mor¬ 
gan Hill, Calif., this week to be 
fitted with a new specialized 
bike. Technicians gave her a 
bigger frame and adjusted the 
handle bars and pedals to help 
combat the hip injury that side¬ 
lined her for so much of last 
season.

• The two will be based out 
of Victoria, but will spend 
much of the winter doing 
warm-weather training in 
Arizona and Florida. 


“You’re pedalling so many 
revolutions, thousands and 
thousands of pedal strokes 
daily, so if you’re a little bit off 
in your positioning ... it can 
make a huge difference,” Find¬ 
lay explained. “Small changes 
you might not feel right away 
but over the long term ... it all 
adds up and your body can feel 
the impact of it if it’s not quite 
right.” 

She hopes to make a tri¬ 
umphant return to the London 
Olympic course next Septem¬ 
ber for the ITU World Triathlon 
Series Grand Final, which she 
admits won’t be easy after her 
experiences there. 

Findlay was touted as a Can¬ 
adian medal hope for months 
leading into London, but many 
obviously were unaware of the 
severity of her injury.

Toronto Blue Jays general man¬ 
ager Alex Anthopoulos made it 
clear when the season ended 
that addressing his team’s 
starting pitching needs would 
be a top off-season priority. 

He delivered on that plan 
and dramatically changed the 
look of the franchise with one 
of the biggest trades in team 
history. 

The deal between the Blue 
Jays and Miami Marlins won’t 
get final approval until the 
players pass physicals.
